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Translation from Persian of a Memorandum by His 
Excellency Nawab Mukhtar-ul-Mulk, Sir Salar Jung 


Bahadur, G-.C.8.1., on the Financial Statement for 
the year 1288 Fasli. 


I. The submission of the present Financial Statement for 1288 Tasli has 


been considerably delayed, owing to the fact that it has hitherto not been the 
practice in this State to prepare systematic financial statements at all. Until lately 
State accounts were kept on the old (or Sidk) system, which has been found 
inadequate to answer the requirements of a proper financial administration, 
Departmental officers, especially the Sheristedirs or paymasters of troops, and others, 
were not accustomed to collect and prepare the materials that are required for 
compiling a financial statement such as the one now submitted. ‘To obtain, from 
accounts kept after the old system, materials for a regular financial statement, has, 
therefore, necessarily been a work of time. With patient endeayour these difficul- 
ties have, however, been overcome. The efforts of Mukarram-ud-Daulé Bahadur, 
who has for the last two years had the supervision of finance added to his other 
duties, have so fur been completely successful; and a financial statement in regular 
form, with the various items of income and expenditure arranged under their 
proper heads, has, for the first time in the history of this State, now been prepared. 
The delay that has occurred in its submission can therefore be well understood, 
but it is to be hoped that the rules and forms now introduced for a more 
systematic preparation of State accounts will render the compilation of such 
statements in future a much easier task, and secure greater accuracy and. 
exactness in the results. 


Il. The present Financial Statement does not confine itself to the figures 
and statistics of the -year to which the Statement relates. It also deals with 
the past financial condition of the State, in order to throw light upon many 
features in the present financial situation, Full financial details are given in the 
statement respecting the year 1287, and equally complete estimates for 1288, but 
it is only necessary here to recapitulate some of the more important facts bearing 


upon the finances of the State. 


Ill. Before the year 1263 Fasli, the finances of the State were in the 
utmost confusion. No accounts were kept regularly ; the revenue of the State was 
very small, and far below the expenditure. The debts of the State were rapidly 
increasing, and the financial difficulties were only met by raising loans that threat-

IV. Land Revenue.—The estimated revenue from land for the year 1288 
Fasli is about Rs. 1,88,82,062, as compared with Rs. 1,67,19,342 in 1267 Fasli, 
thus showing an increase of about Rs. 22,00,000. This increase is chiefly due to 
the favourable rains in the Teling4n4 Districts, which have materially improved the 
paddy crops. The land revenue derived from Telingind is liable to great fluctu- 
ations, as it depends upon the paddy cultivation, which varies each year according 
to the amount of rainfall. In the year 1284, when rains in Telingané were fayour- 


able, the land revenue from these districts showed an increase of about Rs. 20,00,000. 


Y. On the expenditure side under the head of Land Revenue the sum 
estimated in the Budget for the year 1288 Fasli is Rs. 26,42,666. This includes 
four forms of outlay :—isé, Salaries of Government officers employed in the collec- 
tion of land revenue, and the expenditure on the subordinate establishments in 
Government Revenue Offices ; 2nd, Annual allowances to village Vatandérs and 
‘other hereditary village officers ; 3rd, The expenditure of maintaining Revenue 


Survey and Settlement establishments ; 4¢2, Infim Commission. 


The outlay under the first of these sub-heads is estimated at Rs. 10,14,530 
this year, which is equal to Rs. 5-5-11 per cent. on the entire Land Revenue. The 
sum now expended is not adequate to cover the requirements of an efficient Land 
Revenue administration, and there is obvious need for increased expenditure under 
this head. Some of the districts and many of the téluks in Telingfné include very 
large aveas—too extensive to be properly administered by the staff of officers under 
whom they are now placed. It will, therefore, be necessary to subdivide some of 
the districts and create new téluks, by reducing the size of those which are now 
too extensive for the purpose of revenue management. These measures, when 


carried out, will necessarily involve an increase in the number of revenue officials. 


Another circumstance that requires reform is the low scale on which the 
revenue officers are paid. District Talukdars are paid at the rate of Rs, 600 to 
800 Hali Sicea Rupees per mensem : these, Government regards as inadequate 


salaries when the duties and responsibilities of the appointments are taken into 
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consideration. Government has found it extremely difficult to induce experienced 
and able men to accept the office of District Télukdirs, especially in Telingénd, 
where the climate, besides being unhealthy, is so variable that a greater amount of 
revenue supervision is necessary than in the Maratha Districts. Under the old

VI. The second description of outlay under the heading of Land Revenue 
(viz., the allowances to Village Vatandars, &c.) has been estimated at Rs. 11,50,712, 
or Rs. 6-1-6 per cent. on the total amount of Land Revenue, as shown in para, 62 


of the Financial Statement. 


VII. ‘he third item of expenditure under the heading of Land Revenue 
has been estimated at Rs. 4,16,000. It relates to the Revenue Survey and Settle- 
ment. ‘The necessity for a systematic Revenue Survey and Settlement had long 
been seen in this State, and had been repeatedly urged upon Government by Dis- 
trict Télukdirs. There are reasons for believing that the area of cultivated land 
indicated in the Patvaris’ papers often falls short of the actual amount, and so far the 
State is deprived of a not inconsiderable portion of its proper revenues. Moreover, 
the assessment on the lands can never be equalised without an accurate measure- 
ment of land and classification of soil, In a country where the Raiyatvari 
system prevails, the importance of arriving at accurate information in these 
respects can scarcely be exaggerated ; yet a systematic Revenue Survey, though 
urgently needed, could not, until recently, be commenced by Government, 
chiefly owing to the absence of efficient officers to undertake the work. This 
important operation was originally undertaken in 1285 Fasli, as an experimental 
measure. ‘The work, so far as it was carried out, proved accurate and successful, 
and the results were found equally satisfactory. It has therefore been gradually 


expanded, and is now carried on simultaneously in four districts, of which three 


ti

VIII. Karorgiri and Customs Revenue.—The estimated revenue for 1288 
Fasli under this head amounts to Rs. 34,83,441, as compared with Rs. 33,50,450, 
the sum raised in 1287 Fasli. The increase of Rs. 1,32,991 expected this year is 
due to certain improvements introduced during the last year in the Customs Depart- 
ment. The staff of Customs officers and the number of Customs chaukis have 
been increased. In former times the manner in which Customs duties were 
levied operated so as to seriously check the increase of commerce. Réahdari, or 
transit: duties, were levied, not only by Government, but also by every JAgirdir 
through whose territory goods passed. Since this system has been abolished, and 
custom-houses have been established on the frontiers, where alone duties are 
levied, traffic has increased considerably, There has also been a corresponding 
improvement in the revenues derived from Customs, as shown in the tabular 


statement given in para, 92 of the Financial Statement.

TX. The revenue derived from Customs during the past year shows that 
the average rate per cent., on the value of goods, at which duties are levied on 


imports, is Rs. 3-11-0, and on exports Rs. 3-14-5. 


The estimated expenditure in the Budget under the head of Customs is 
Rs. 5,14,917, as compared with Rs. 4,48,866 in 1287 Fasli. The excess of 
Rs. 66,051 is due to reforms introduced in the department, to which reference has 


already been made. 


X. Stamps.—The estimated revenue under this head for the year 1288 
Fasli is Rs. 1,98,958, which shows a decrease of Rs, 23,717 when compared with 
Rs. 2,22,675, the revenue in 1287 Fasli. The estimate of the Stamp revenue for 
1288 Fasli is based on the estimates supplied by district officers ; but it is 
expected that the actual receipts will be greater than the estimated amount. 
There is, however, no room for doubting that, considering the extent and popu- 
lation of the State, the revenue derived from Stamps is very small. There are 
two reasons which explain this circumstance. In the first place, under the Stamp 


Law of this State, stamp fees are levied only on a very limited class of documents,

_and Government is now considering whether the rules of the Stamp Law should not 
be extended to a larger class of documents, such as receipts, hundis, &c., which at 
present are exempt from stamp duties. The second reason for the smallness of 
Stamp revenue will be explained below, as it relates to the administration of 


justice. 


XI. Zaw and Justice.—The estimated revenue under this head is about 
Rs, 92,657, as compared with Rs. 2,25,630 in the previous year (1287 Fasli). 
The decrease is explained by the fact that during the last year (1287 Fasli) the 
amount realized as fines was exceptionally large. The sum stated as revenue 
under the head of Law and Justice does not include the amounts derived from 
fees levied in Courts of Justice on plaints and other legal documents. The revenue 
derived from Court Fees is stated under the head of Stamps. Even if the revenue 
derived from Stamps be added to that stated under Law and Justice, the amount 
deriyed from this source is very small compared with the area and population of 


the State. 


XII. Paras. 114 and 117 of the Financial Statement furnish a complete 
history of the establishment of the present Courts. No tribunals of justice 
appear to have existed in former times, and those established before the year 1263 
Fasli had only nominal power and influence. Some reforms and improvements 
were introduced in the administration of justice between the years 1263 Fasli and 
1274 Fasli, but eyen these reforms were inadequate to inspire the public with 
confidence. Since the year 1275 Fasli many reforms have been introduced, and 
the administration of justice has decidedly improved. Courts of various grades 
have been established both in the metropolis and the districts, but there is no 
doubt that even now the administration of justice stands in need of great improve- 


ment. Able and experienced officers are much needed for this purpose. 


Tt is not as yet easy to procure judicial officers of ability and experience, 
who, possessing a knowledge both of Muhammadan jurisprudence and the system 
of law prevalent in British India, would be able to decide cases according to 
well recognised rules of equity and justice, suited to the condition of the country. 
The difficulty of inducing well-qualified judicial officers to take service under this 
Government is in great measure due to the low scale of salaries on which judicial 
officers have hitherto been employed. The scheme of promotions for officers in 
the Judicial Department submitted by the Judicial Minister inyolves an increase 
of expenditure to the extent of eighty thousand rupees, sanction to which has 
been postponed, pending such time as financial and other considerations may 
admit of the proposals being favourably entertained. 
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XIII. The outlay estimated in the Budget under the head of Law and 
Justice is Rs. 7,07,116, which is nearly equal to the expenditure in 1287 Fasli 
The amount is found inadequate, and it is hoped that the salaries of judicial 


officers will receive the favourable consideration of Government. 


XIV. Poltce.—The expenditure estimated for 1288 Fasli amounts to a 
little over Rs. 23,00,000. Out cf this sum Rs. 19,00,000 is the cost of the Police 
in the metropolis and the districts. The remaining sum of Rs, 4,00,000 is the 
cost of maintaining the village Police. As stated in paras. 127 to 129 
of the Budget, no regular Police Force existed before the year 1274, The 
duties of Police were discharged by the Irregular Troops stationed in the 
téluks. In the absence of a proper Police system, crime was not efficiently 
suppressed ; sometimes even information of the commission of the offences could 
not be obtained. In the year 1275 Fasli, when other reforms were carried out, 
measures were taken to organise a regular Police Force to be stationed in every 
district and taluk, and Police stations were established and Police officers were 
appointed. Owing to these reforms, the expenditure under the head of Police 
increased five-fold in 1275 Fasli as compared with the preceding year. Subse- 
quently, as the revenues of the State increased, further measures were taken 
to improve the Police. Some new appointments were created to ensure a 
proper supervision of the Force, and the salaries of Police officers were 
also raised. Owing to these measures, the outlay on the Police is now about 
double that in 1275 Fasli. The increase of Police expenditure is regarded 
by the Minister as essential to the efficiency of the civil power, on which 
the peace of the country and the prosperity of commerce and agriculture 
somuch depend. Considering the extent and population of the State, the 
Minister does not regard the present strength of the Police Force as more 
than necessary; therefore no decrease of Police expenditure can be expected. 
During the famine, when offences naturally increased, the strength of the Police 
in the affected districts was very insufficient for the work. In considering Police 
expenditure, it may be observed that no Chaukiddri Cess exists in this State, the 
Government Treasury defraying the entire expenses of the maintenance of peace 
and order in the towns and villages. Although the cost of maintaining the Police 
cannot itself be reduced, the Minister looks upon the Police Force as affording a 
suitable outlet forreducing the Irregular Troops by drafting men from their ranks 
into the Police as vacancies occur. Vacancies so caused in the Irregular Troops 
are not to be filled up by enlistment ; this measure will therefore be conducive to 
the reduction of Military expenditure, and, though necessarily slow, it is judged 


to be sure. 
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XV. Administration and Public Departments.—The Revenue Minister 
has given an account of the changes and reforms which have been introduced in 
some of the departments, as well as the variation in heads of Expenditure which 
haye taken place in consequence. Tt may be stated here that some fresh expendi- 
ture has been incurred under this head in order to effect an increase in the salaries 
of some officers whose pay was disproportionate to their duties and responsibilities, 
and who had been promised increase. But some of the departments having been 
abolished, the estimated expenditure for 1288 Fasli under this head, notwithstand- 
ing the increase alluded to, is less by Rs. 57,942 as compared with that for the 


last year. 


XVI. Ifinor Departments.—The expenditure estimated under this head 
is Rs. 2,01,667, against Rs. 1,70,263 in 1287 Fasli. This apparent increase is due 
to the Workshop and General Stores, formerly under the Public Works Depart- 
ment, haying now been transferred and separated, as described in paras. 157 and 


158 of the Financial Statement. 


XVII. Khildts, &e—Under this heading is included the expenditure on 
State entertainments. the cost of khildts, &c., which, according to ancient usage, 


are bestowed by His Highness the Niz&m and the Minister. 


XVIII. Jnterest.—The income estimated under this head is Rs. 2,52,000, 
as compared with Rs. 74,127 in 1287. This is the income of 42 lakhs of British 
rupees invested in the promissory notes of the Government of India. The apparent 
inerease in the estimated revenue is due to the circumstance that the entire interest 


was not realised last year. 


The estimated expenditure under this heading amounts to Rs. 5,09,602, 

out of which about two lakhs of rupees go as interest payable on loans raised 

many years ago under the stipulation that they were not to be liquidated at any 

fixed period, and the payment of which cannot be demanded as long: as interest is 

regularly paid, The remaining (about) three lakhs is payable as interest on money 

borrowed temporarily at various times for State purposes ; these loans are usually 
liquidated at short intervals, thus forming the subject of current accounts with the 
bankers. Necessity for such loans usually arises in the rainy season, from Amardéd 
(June) to A’zar (October), pending the dates when instalments of revenue are due. 
During these months theTreasury at Haidarébid doos not veceive any money from 
the districts, and, as a monthly expenditure of Rs. 15,00,000 is indispensable, the 
Government is obliged to borrow funds, that are always paid off when reyenue 


instalments are paid in.” This necessity for loans cannot be avoided until the 
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Treasury is able to hold a balance of about Rs. 75,00,000 for current expenses. 
Owing to the expenditure which this Government incurred in constructing the 
State Railway, it has not been, nor will for some years to come be possible to keep 
adequate cash reserves. 


XIX. AMansab.—Under this heading are included some pensions and other 
allowances granted by Government to persons whose families haye rendered 
services to the State, or who haye been accustomed, in virtue of old connection 
with the State, to receive maintenance from the Government Treasury ; also to the 
class to whom mansabdévi allowances are given as a matter of favour, or as compen- 
sation in lieu of resumed jagirs. Many persons of this class are widows, orphans, &e., 
who have no other means of subsistence. Government does not consider that any 
reduction under this head is immediately possible. The institution is one of very 
long standing, and its abolition would cause great disaffection amongst the people. 
His Highness's Government is, however, careful to prevent any unnecessary increase 
of expenditure under this head. As a measure of retrenchment, the Government 
has adopted an indirect means of reducing this class of expenditure. ‘The Goyern- 
ment has conferred various appointments on such of the mansabdiws as are young 
and can read and write, and the amounts that they draw as mansab are deducted 
from the substantive salaries of their posts. This method has led to the reduction 
of Rs. 1,51,746 in the mansab expenditure, Of late years Government has 
also begun to educate young mansabdirs, and has established a separate school for 
the purpose, so that such of them as attain efficiency at this institution may be 
fit to be nominated to Government appointments. They will thus be required 
to do something in return for the amounts that are now paid them for doing nothing, 


and the mansab allowances deducted from their pay. 


XX. Military.—The estimated expenditure is about Rs. 21,91,000 for 
the Regular Troops, and about Rs. 44,15,000 for Irregular Troops. The Regular 
Troops, including the two Regiments stationed in the City of Haidardbdd, consist 
of 49372 Infantry, 1,635 Cavalry, and 521 men in the Artillery, including non- 
combatants and camp-followers. The Irregular Forces consist of 20,277 Infantry 
and 3,896 Cavalry. While in 1287 Fasli the Regular Army consisted of 4372 
Infantry, 1,635 Cavalry, and 521 men in the Artillery, the Irregular Army had 
on the muster-roll 20,609 Infantry and 3,806 Cavalry. The Minister considers 
that retrenchment of expenditure can best be made under this large head by 
reducing the strength of the Irregular Troops. This, however, cannot be done 
all at once, as the sudden disbandment ofa large body of men accustomed to 


arms might lead to turbulence and disorder. The chief measure which the

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Minister has now in view consists, as already mentioned, inthe gradual enlistment 


of Irregular Troops in the Police, without filling up yacancies so caused in the

State Railway.—The original cost of constructing the State 
Railway amounted to Rs. 1,37,95,648, and up to

The interest paid on the capital borrowed for constructing the 
Railway amounted to Rs. 25,65,548 up to the end of 1287 Fasli. ‘The entire 
expenditure on the Railway up to the end of the year 1287 Fasli amounts to 
Rs. 1,90,00,075, and the entire receipts to Rs. 26,59,187. 


The estimated revenue from the Railway is about Rs. 8,59,910, against 
Rs, 12,438,408 in 1287 Fasli. The expenditure is estimated at Rs. 13,97,284, 
against Rs, 15,10,492 in 1287 Fasli. 


XXIM. Cash Balance.—The total revenue and expenditure for the current 
year are estimated at Rv. 2,88,93,223 and Rs. 2,75,90,557 respectively, excluding 
the proceeds of A’ydpatti, Deshpatti, amd Money Orders, and excluding also Cash 
Deposits at the central or local Treasuries. This would leave a surplus of 
Ks. 13,00,000, and if to this be added the Cash Balances in the different ‘Trea- 
suries on the 31st of Sharivar 1287 Fasli, together with the amounts for A'ydpatti 
and Deshpatti and the Cash Deposits, the surplus would be estimated at 
Rs. 41,138,000. But this sum is inadequate to remove the necessity for raising 
temporary loans, as already remarked ; until Government is able to hold a cash 


reserve of 75 lakhs always in hand in the different Treasuries, the current demands 
cannot always be met when due. 
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XXIV. Debts.—The details of Government debts up to the 31st Sharivar

These debts would not have stood so high, but for the circumstance that famine 
superyened in the years 1286 and 1287 Fasli, which resulted in a loss of revenue 
to Government, and extra expenditure on relief works and administration. 
Then there is another fact that must be taken into consideration. Within the

1 considerable sum of money has been paid towards debts 
contracted in the years preceding 1268 Fasli. The amounts which were found 
due to Talukdérs on the adjustment of accounts had to be paid, and the State 
jewellery that had been pawned was redeemed. These items, as stated in para, 184 
of the Financial Statement, amount to Rs. 2,11,18,570. Nearly two crores of 
rupees have been spent in constructing the State Railway, the interest on which alone 
would amount to an aggregate of about 75 lakhs, besides a loss of six or seven 
lakhs of rupees annually on the working of the line. Moreover, a sum of about 
eighty lakhs of rupees has been spent on public works, many of them more or less 
productive and essential to the welfare of the country. Mortgages on jagirs which 
have been latterly resumed have been paid off. A sum of 42 lakhs of rupees has 
been invested in Government promissory notes. The outlay on these heads 
alone exceeds the amount of Rs. 5,20,00,000. Reforms and improvements 
of a very essential nature had to be carried out in every department at an 
enormous cost, the establishment of a Regular Police Force alone requir- 
ing not less than 20 lakhs of rupees per annum. The number of officers 
and office establishments have been increased in the Revenue and Judicial 
Departments and at head-quarters. In years of scarcity, moreover, in times past, 
Government has had to make famine allowancesto its Civil and Military officers, 
amounting altogether to about 98 lakhs of rupees, part of which, namely, the 
allowance to the Military, is still in force. Sanitary reforms have cost 16 lakhs 
of rupees, and the famine has swallowed up another 13 lakhs,* Out of the revenues 
of Shoripur six lakhs annually are transferred to the Sarf-i-Khis Treasury 
in excess of former assignments, the total payments on which account amount to

Should we, however, deduct from the total debt the Bank of Bengal

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I.—Financial Statement for the year 1288 Fasli, showing 
the present Financial Position together with a Historical 
Summary of the past Financial Condition of His 
Highness’s Dominions, with special reference to the 
Income and Expenditure of the State for the years 
1264-74-84. 





1. This is the first occasion on which a Statement regarding the finances of His 
Highness's Dominions has been prepared, with the object of contrasting the present financial 


condition of the country with that of preceding years. 


2. The past financial history of the State is a melancholy record of daily diminishing 
resources, with an ever increasing expenditure. From a period long anterior to the time of 
Raja Chandu Lal, the revenue administration of the country had been conducted either by 
farming, or on the system of Amani Tilukdiri. He who bid highest, paid the largest nazardnd 
or nomination fee, or offered the highest amount in peshgi or advance, got the revenues of a 
district made over tohim. Naturally enough, therefore, the contractor or tilukdir looked to 
be recouped for the outlay he had made at the commencement, from the actual outturn of the 
district and the honest earnings of its inhabitants. He exercised boundless oppression over 
the cultivators, and practised every ingenious device to wring from them the last pie of their 
hard-earned gains. It is needless to say that only a fraction of this went to the coffers of the 
State, the rest was appropriated by the contractor or talukdiir himself, Thus, as the condition 
of the districts under this exhausting system went on from bad to worse, the reyenues 
continued to diminish; but whilst the revenues ran a downward course, the expenditure under 
Raj Chandu Lal rose to an alarming degree, and showed an upward tendency from day to 
day. This abnormal state of things was perhaps due to cireumstances beyond his control, for 
it is difficult to understand how Raja Chandu Lil, whose ability and resources as a financier 


were held in high repute, should otherwiso have been at a loss to remedy it. 


Be that as it may, the fact remains that the expenditure maintained an amazing 
capacity for expansion, especially that on account of the army. Aansabs (honorary stipends) 
and other extraordinary heads increased beyond all measure, swallowing up all, and more than 
all, the revenues of the State. No regular accounts seem to haye been kept in those days. 


Such records as haye come down to us are neither complete nor trustworthy, ‘They show

Numerous téluks and townships were assigned in Tankhi Jag

their debts. Territory bearing a revenue of several lakhs of rupees was thus alienated, the 
State deriving not a rupee from it in the shape of revenue. But all this sacrifice was of 
no avail. Tho financial embarrassment continued without mitigation. The claims of large 
bodies of troops, Mansabdiirs, His Highness’s relatives and others, remained unsatisfied. The 
military, not receiving their pay, developed a spirit of insubordination. Creditors, put off 
from day to day, urged their demands with overbearing importunity, and Mansabdirs starved 


upon their unpaid arrears. 


4, Even when Riji Chandu Lil’s régime was at an end, there seemed to be no pros- 
pect of better days. ‘The financial confusion grew worse. In the time of Raj Rim Bakhash, 
the pay of the Contingent Force always fell into arrears, and had to be met out of the British 
Treasury at the Residency. Exclusive.of other debts, the amount due on this account alone 
reached the enormous sum of eighty lakhs of rupees, and there was apparently no means of 
paying it. The eredit of the Government had sunk so low that the sazkérs would adyance 
no money except on the security of the Jamedirs, and that too at a rate of interest half as 
heavy again as was ordinarily charged. The Government did not fare better when it went direct 
tothe Jamediirs. For every lakh of rupees they advanced, they demanded an addition of 
from two hundred to four hundred men to their levies, to be paid at the rate of fourteen 
rupees per head, or a little less. These additional men were sometimes really taken into 
employment, but more often their names stood only nominally on the muster-roll. In either 


case their salaries were charged on the Government, and had to be paid over and aboye the 
interest on the loan advanced.

5, The entire fiscal administration of the country was conducted on unsound and mis- 


chievous principles, wasting the resources of the State on one hand, and crushing down the 


3 


peasantry on the other. The revenues of the State, whether farmed ent to contractors, or 
2 


collected under the system mentioned as Amani Tilukdiiri, wero equally mismanaged 


Tn the latter case, the evils of farming were superadded to the evils of a corrupt 
and rapacious staff of Government officials. The tilukdars not only practised as 
much oppression as the contractors, but they often farmed out the districts in their 
charge on their own account. The Government of the day paid little regard to its 
own engagements. The most solemn promises were broken without eompunction. The 
revenue demand was fixed upon no definite or equitable basis, but was increased every 
year, arbitrarily, with the view only of present profit. Entire townships and parganis 
were made over to the highest bidders—a method of revenue-farming known by the name 
of sarbasté. The sum to be paid by individual cultivators was determined upon no principle 
of assessment, but fixed arbitrarily, and ina hap-hazard manner, and exacted with a high 
hand, As the oyer-drained treasury of the State stood in constant need of replenishment, 
the cultivators were called upon to pay their rents whilst the crops were still uncut, and they 
had thus no alternative but to borrow from the sazkdrs, at a crushing rate of interest, to meet 
a demand which there was no means of evading. Nor was this all : when the revenue proper 
was paid, there still remained a multitudinous host of petty taxes which were levied alike on 
the peasant, the artisan and the labourer, and which constituted an odious burden on all 
classes of the poor, And, as if all this pressure were not sufficiently galling, trade was crippled 
by levying transit duties on commodities at every new jurisdiction through which they 
passed. It is easy to conceive what the state of the country must have been under such 
adverse auspices. The cultivator was ground down to the dust; Zamindars were ruined, 
and consequently disaffected ; agriculture, commerce and the local industries languished. It 
was a golden time only for the Tilukdirs, Sarbastedirs, Deshmukhs and Deshpindes, who 


flourished on the fat of the land. ‘The State and the people grew poorer and poorer every day. 


6. The fixed or ordinary expenditure was written off in the finance and revenue 
accounts under the three heads mentioned below. But the sums entered do not really 
represent money actually disbursed. More than half of the salaries accounted for, were never 
paid as a matter of fact. Besides this recorded expenditure, however, other expenses were 
incurred, for which no account was rendered in any books of the State. The three heads 


already referred to were as follows :— 


(1.) Minhai-az-Madakhil, or abatements from receipts—Under this head were in- 
cluded all sums of money that the district authorities deducted from the receipts 
on account of Sibandi or the cost of collection of revenue; Sadir or contingent 
office expenses ; Rustims (fees) of vatandérs or pargant officers; Yeomiah and 
Saliana, or the daily and yearly allowances of certain pension-holders ; Deh- 
Sadirs, or village expenses ; and such other charges incident to the administration 
of the districts. 


(2.) Ténkhé Mahdlat, or districts assigned in lieu of cash payments.—Under this 
head were debited the reyenues of all townships and tiluks set apart for the 
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payment of military forces, of the Mansabdars, or for the liquidation of saikars? 


debts. 


(3.) Makharij-e-Nakd az Khazana va Mahdlat, or the cash disbursements from the 


Central and Provincial Treasuries.—This head comprised the sum allotted to 
His Highness from the Divini revenues, the honoraria received by the Divin 
and Peshkar, the pay of the army, of the Mansabdiirs and Shagird-pesha or 
personal attendants, of the garrisons of certain forts, and that of Zamindérs, with 


several other items of miscellancous expenditure. 


7, (1.) Of the items enumerated under the first head, Sibandi and Sadir expenses 
neyer actually amounted to the sums by which they were represented in the accounts. Tor, 
although these charges were nominally fixed at two annas in the rupee on the total land 
revenue realised, yet, as a matter of fact, only a small portion of that sum was ever expended. 
Similarly, of the Rusttms, Yeomiahs and other allowances which formed a charge distinct 
and separate from the two annas in the rupee above alluded to, only a fraction ever reached 
those who were entitled to them, the greater portion sticking to the hands of the Tilukdirs 
and Sarbastedirs or contractors, who drew the amount in full from Government, and were 
supposed to pass it on to the lawful claimants. Thus the latter were defrauded of their 
legitimate dues at the expenso of the State, while the only persons who profited by the 


transaction were, as usual, the Talukdars and Sarbastedirs. 


(2.) The second head of expenditure, though excluded from the actual “ Receipts and 
Disbursements Account,” is included in the “ General Revenue and Expenditure” account, 
because the districts to which it pertains were made oyer in lieu of cash payments to Jamedars 
and Mansabdirs, and because the Government had the right at any time of redeeming these 
assignments by resuming cash payments, or by dispensing altogether with the services of 
these officers and their levies, In the Statement that follows, under the head of these 


“assigned tiluks,” as they may be called, the revenues thereof are shown both on the debit 
and credit side. 


(8.) The third head of expenditure comprised the salarios of Government officials, 
the outlay on State occasions, the pay of the army and Mansabdirs. But as, after defraying 
the charges incident to collection, and on account of salaries, what actually remained of the 


revenues of the country was insufficient for the requirements of Government, the following 
expedients were adopted to make both ends meet :-— 

(a.) Raising loans from Jamedars and satikirs. 

(U.) Mortgaging tdluks and jewellery. 

(c.) Raising money in advance on the revenues of tiluks. 


(d.) Imposing nazardnds and fines, withholding rusdms, and sequestrating private 
property where the death of the owner left it in the hands of heirs not powerful 


_ enough to protect it, or when Government could be shown to haye any demand 
against the former owner,

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(e.) The revenues of such portions of the Divani tiluks as were unencumbered with 
claims on account of taénkhd, debts or advances, deducting therefrom a fourth-share 
for disbursements under Sibandi, Sadir, Rustim, and other heads of charges. 


(f.) Holding over the payment of the army and Mansabdars. 


In the year 1262 Fasli, which closed the second administration of the late Siraj 
ul-Mulk, the receipts and disbursements of the Diydni Districts stood as follows :—

8. It was at the close of the year under review (that is, in the month of Tir 1262) 
that His Excellency Nawib Mukhtir-ul-Mulk Sir Salar Jang assumed the seals of office as 
Prime Minister. He found the revenue administration and the treasury in the deplorable 
state already described. ‘To make matters worse, when he entered on office, the districts of 
Berar, Raichur, Dob, and Naldrug, yielding a revenue of Rs. 43,47,933, and the tiluks of

it required skill, tact, and perseverance of no ordinary degree to evolve order outof this chaos, 
To pay off arrears, to liquidate debts, to clear away mortgages, to resume the Tinkhd districts, 
and to devise means of augmenting revenue formed a duty at once emergent and onerous, 


which demanded all the attention and application which the Minister could summon to his aid. 


9. This, however, was not all. It was not enough to weed out abuses ;—they had to be 
replaced with improvements and reforms, But an improved system of administration demanded 
a much larger revenue than had ever been needed before. Funds were wanted for the creation 
of Civil and Criminal Courts in Tiluks and Districts, and their proper supervision at head- 
quarters ; for the establishment of a costly machinery, consisting of highly-paid officials, to 
carry out the revenue administration of the country ; for the creation of a separate department 
of State charged with the collection of revenue derived from other sources than land ; for the 
inauguration of a Revenue Survey and Assessment ; for the organisation of an efficient Police 
Force strong enough to keep the peace, and ensure security to life and property ; for the 
institution of a Publie Works Department, to look after the means of irrigation and communi- 
cation, with which the agricultural prosperity of the country was intimately bound up ; for the 
spread of education throughout the country ; for the opening of Hospitals and Dispensaries in 
every important centre of population; for the introduction of sanitary arrangements in the 
capital and chief towns; for the improvement of postal communication ; for the construction of 
a line of Railway to connect the country with the great commercial marts of the world ; and 


for measures providing against sudden emergencies, such as famines, droughts, &e. It was

hardly to be expected that an exhausted treasury should be able to bear the strain of these

numerous reforms. Loans could be raised with the greatest difficulty, if at all; and ah

Divani districts, yielding a revenue of only Rs, 73,84,173,* hardly sufficed to meet the ordinar 
expenses of the State. 


10. Minder thea cireumstances, the replenishment of the treasury formed the first care 
of the new administration. Various measures were adopted in order to attain this end, The 
khdlsd, or vevenue-bearing districts, were augmented by the general redemption of tiluks 
which had been alienated under the former régime in mortgage, as Ténkhd Jigirs, or made 
over to contractors and tilukdérs. The revenue receipts were at the same time increased by 
judicious management, retrenchments were effected where there was an opening, and fresh 
expenditure permitted where it was found to be needed for the material improyement of the 
country. Jigirs and Inims for which no valid title could be shown, or which were not 
granted by lawful authority, were resumed. In the administration of land and customs 
revenues various beneficial reforms were introduced. A stop was put to the pernicious 
system of farming. Vexatious imposts and illegal cesses, which had been a terrible burden on 
the people in former days, were totally abolished. The Battdi, or payment-in-kind system, 
together with the oppressive method of Gaddam, by which the State’s share of the produce was 
converted into money, were discontinued. Agreements once entered into were scrupulously 
observed. A Revenue Survey was commenced, and the assessment was fixed in cash for a 
period of thirty years, The practice of levying transit duties at every change of jurisdiction 
was given up. The benefits that have resulted from these measures are fully equal to the 
expectations that had been formed when they were introduced, The country is now free from 
the frightful incubus of indebtedness. The revenuo and expenditure maintain a perfect 
equilibrium. The cultivators carry on their pursuits in security and confidence, and show 
signs of growing prosperity. To these favourable results must be added the restoration of 


some of the Assigned Districts. 


11. In former times land revenue was administered on the Sarbasti system, and 
where Amani administration prevailed the rents were realised in kind, In 1264 Pasli, the 
second year of Sir Silir Jang’s ministerial career, the revenues amounted to Rs. 63,94,435, of 
which Rs. 27,11,257 were obtained by the method of farming, and only Rs, 36,83,178 by the 
Amani system. Now, however, no trace remains of the old contract system. The Divint 
territories are managed entirely through Amani officials, and the cultivators haye been relieyed 


from the extortions that used to be practised towards them by the contractors. 


12. The practice of Battdi and Gaddam, to which allusion has been made, was an old 
established institution. In Telingind, especially, the division of produce was perhaps an im- 
memorial custom, ‘The share of grain that fell to the State was converted into money on the 
spot, by compelling well-to-do artisans, cultivators, or village saikiirs to take it off the hands 


of the revenue officials at about Rs. 5 per Ahandi over and aboye the bazir rate of the time.

Government was liable to be defrauded in various ways. In estimating the amount of outturn 
of standing crops, a process known by the name of Anchéné, the officers entrusted with that 
duty would sometimes collude with the owner, and assess the Government share at : much 
lower weight than the actual outurn warranted. By fixing a money assessment, not liable to 
change, for a definite number of years, and based upon a eareful consideration of the nature 
of the produce, the quality of the soil and other circumstances, these causes of complaint have 
ceased to exist, and an element of certainty has been introduced into the relations of the State 
towards its agrarian subjects. It is, however, a popular belief in this country that in the 
absence of an anchdnd, a proper weighing and measuring of the produce, and a subsequent 
division of it into shares, and without the help of Sarbastedirs or Talukdirs, and the host of 
petty officials that represented them in former times, there can be no security that the revenue 
due to the State is actually realised. Those who speak thus, speak out of ignorance, So far 
from being the scrupulous guardians of the public revenue, as they are popularly believed to 
have been, these officials were, as often as not, the very men who committed extensive frauds 
upon the State, and who proved so great a source of trouble, hardship and annoyance to the 
cultivators. 1t is true some dishonesty and high-handedness may still exist, but when the 
regular Survey and Settlement which is now in progress has been completed, these evils, it 


is to be hoped, will be completely swept away. 


13, The numerous taxes and vexatious imposts, which the ingenuity of the old revenue 
farmers had inyented, are now a tradition of the past. They no longer harass the cultivator, 
or interfere with the due payment of his legitimate rent. A few of the minor ones are cited 
as examples :— 

(1.) Dhangar-patti, or tax upon herdsmen, 

(2) Dher-patti—a tax upon Dhers. 

(3.) Shddi-patti—a tax upon weddings. 

(4.)  Chdrsé-patti—a tax on hides.

14. Besides these petty and illegal cesses, which had come into vogue at a compara- 
tively recent period, and which were vexatious in the extreme, some of the larger cesses, the 
levying of which was customary and general, and which brought in a considerable income to the 
State in addition to the regular revenue from land and other sources, and were by no means 
irksome to the people, were also abolished. For, it was considered that whatever was taken 
from the cultivator, whether as a tax on land or as cesses of any other designation, must 
all be ultimately paid from the produce of the field he cultivates, and that it was therefore 
in the highest degree unfair to throw upon him anything over and above the land tax, which 
is supposed to represent his equitable share of the burden, especially when the misgovernment 
and exactions of previous years had rendered him so broken and bankrupt that even this, his 
legitimate share of the burden, seemed to be too much for him to bear, And while agriculture 
was thus relieved of the dead-weights that had crushed it, trade and commerce were en- 
couraged by the abolition of transit duties levied at every change of jurisdiction, and of the 
import duties on grain, as well as of the ** Mohtarifa,” or license tax on trades and 
professions.

secured them freedom from interference and yexation. The faith nee in ante to 
agreements, and the unchanging rate of assessment fixed on land, have inspired the cults 
with a confidence which they never felt before, and induced them to make aise exertions in 
the pursuit of their calling, to bring a larger area of land under tillage, and to abpley: greater 
alacrity and good-will in the payment of the Government demand, ihe result ints the 
reyenue derived by Government from land has increased, and is now paid ungrudgingly by 


the cultivators. 


16. ‘The increase that has taken place by degrees in the extent of khilsi land, in the 
produce of agriculture, in the returns of trade, and in the revenue from land and other sources 
since His Excellency Sir Silir Jang came into office, will be apparent from the figures in the 
following statement, and from an examination of the present economical and social condition 


of the people.

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17. Each of these five sources of increase of revenue is satisfactory in itself, and a 
clear proof of the progressive character of the administration—the last more than all the rest 
put together. From the above statement it will also appear that the increase in the extent 
and the revenue of the khals, or revenue-bearing territory, during this period of twenty-one 
years has been two-fold and in two ways. In the first place, the extent of territory has been 
nearly doubled by the resumption of jigirs, and by the restoration of a portion of the Assigned 
Districts. And, in the second place, the revenue has doubled itself owing to a bond fide growth 
of resources and increase of receipts, quite irrespective of the accretion due to the increase of 
territory from the two sources mentioned above. If this last item be taken into account,— 


and there is no reason why it should not,—the revenue will be found to have increased 
three-fold. 


18. But, with the increase of revenue and of revenue-bearing land, an increase of 
expenditure is inevitable. In the territory thus re-incorporated with the khilsi the current 
expenditure under Sibandi, Sadir, Rustim, Yeomiah, &c., must be provided for, besides the 
additional charges on account of central control and supervision. The yery steps taken 
for the enhancement of revenue in the old khilsi tiluks, and in the territory since in- 
corporated with it have led to fresh expenditure. This may be tabulated under the 
following heads :—

Despite these items of expenditure, which were unknown in former years, and to which must be 
added (15) the payment of arrears and debts, and (16) the full and regular payment of His High- 
ness’s establishment, the ordinary expenditure of the State has not yet doubled itself, as has been 
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shown to be the ease with the receipts. This favourable ratio between the inerease of expendi- 
ture and the inerease in receipts is duo to a constant and earoful balancing of revenue and 
disbursements, a vigilant suppression of all unnecessary items of expenditure, and a loyal 
endeavour to foster the chief sourees of revenue.

27. In 1286 Fasli the districts in the south-east and some of those in the north-west 
suffered severely from the ravages of famine. There was in consequence an enormous falling 
off in the Jammbandi of that year. In the beginning of the following year also, the effects of 
this wide-spread calamity were felt in an impaired Jamabandi. Several lakhs of rupees had 
to be remitted in the land revenue of the affected districts in 1286, so that the Jamabandi 
(assessment) under the heads of Mal, Sivdi, and Desh-patti showed the large decrease of 
Rs. 23,383,500, or as much as 11:80 per cent., compared with that of the preceding year. 
But the whole of even this reduced Jamébandi was not realised,—Rs. 30,66,800 remained 
unrecoyered: in other words, the actual receipts amounted to 82°40 per cent. only of the 
assessed revenue, Of the unrecovered revenue Rs. 14,89,983 have been altogether remitted, 
and the demand for the rest has been postponed, as nearly one-half of it is of the nature of 
had debts, and cannot be made good out of any property in the possession of the defaulters. 
The remissions in 1287, rendered necessary owing to the lingering effects of the famine and 
other causes, reached the sum of Rs. 13,70,298-7-0.

(A) Permanent Expenditure. 
(1) SIBANDI AND SADIR. 


28. The allotments under these two heads to the Amani Télukdars and Divani Amils 
for the cost of collection of Land Revenue in olden days, varied considerably in amount, the 
maximum rate being four annas per rupee, and the minimum from two annas to one anna 
nine pies, or one anna six pies, per rupee on the revenue deriyed from Mal, Sivdi, and 
Desh-patti. But, speaking generally, the fixed and established rate was two annas in the 
rupee.* In Telinginé this allowance was deducted from gross receipts from the villages, 
and in Maharatydri it was charged on the balance of revenue receipts left after deducting 
therefrom the Deh-Sadir dues and the fees of Rustimdirs. Not a fourth, however, 
of this amount was really employed in the collection of revenue. The Talukdir himself 
generally lived in the capital, delegating a deputy to administer the affairs of the 
Tiluks, who worked through the instrumentality of a small establishment, consisting of 
a Peshkar and Sardaftar at the head-quarters of the Tiluk or Pargan&, and Shikdars and 
Mahsuldirs or Kamdiars stationed at towns and villages. The salaries of these petty officials 
were extremely small. or police duty and the work of collection, the Tilukdars and their 
myrmidons utilised the services of the “troops of the line,’ Sindhis and others, who were 
allowed them as guards. The greater portion of the allowance under the heads of Sibandi 
and Sadir was, therefore, so much clear saving to the Talukdir. But when the TAlukdir 
farmed out, or, so to speak, sub-let his Taluk to a Zamindir, he not only realised a handsome 
profit on the contract, but cleared the whole of the Sibandi and Sadir allowance in the bar- 
gain. Thus was Government defrauded of large sums of money on the one hand, and the 


raiyats ground down with exactions on the other. 


Now, however, that the old system has been replaced by a complicated administrative 
machinery, consisting of well-paid First, Second, and Third Class Tilukdirs, presiding over 
districts, and a numerous complement of Tehsildirs in charge of tiluks, and each of these 
officers is assisted with a large establishment of ministerial officers and clerks, the expenditure 
on account of collection (the Sibandi and Sadir of the previous period) does not amount to 
so much as an anna in the rupee. And yet these Tiilukdirs and Thsildars, unlike the officers 
whom they haye displaced, and who had nothing whateyer to do with judicial matters, act 


as Judges in civil and criminal eases, and carry on the administration of justice in addition

29. In 1263 the charge under the head of Sibandi and Sadir was of two kinds. One 
was in respect to such tailuks as were entrusted to the Amils, and amounted to Rs. 2,49,068 at 
Rs. 10-8-10 per cent. of the entire revenue derived from these taluks, which was Rs. 23,60,160, 
The incidence per rupee was 1 anna 8} pies. Probably the rate was in reality two annas or 
an anna and three-quarters in the rupee, but, since some villages were always made over with- 
out any Sibandi or Sadir being allowed for them, the average on the total shows less than one 
anna and three-quarters. The other kind of Sibandi and Sadir was that spent on the 
salaries of the Tilukdars, Niibs, &e., of the Kamaish Amani Tiluks. This amounted to 
Rs. 2,23,384 in 1268, or an average of Rs. 5-6-7 per cent. on the total receipts for that year, 
which were Rs, 41,24,938. 


30. In 1264 a great many of the tiluks, which were previously in the hands of the 
Amils, were resumed by the State and converted into Kamaish Amani téluks, and administered 
direct. The revenue realised that year was Rs 63,92,436, and the Sibandi and Sadir charges, 
comprising the salaries of Télukdirs, Niibs, and other Kamaish officials, amounted to 
Rs. 5,70,492, or Rs. 8-14-9 per cent. on the gross receipts, which gives an average of 1 anna 
5 pies per rupee. But as in 1263 the new administration was hardly yet in full action, and the 
Divini jurisdiction was very narrow, a great many districts being still under the former Amils 
or alienated as jigirs, and as it was not until the succeeding year that the resumption of the 
majority of these téluks, and their incorporation with the khalsd territory, took place, the Sibandi 
and Sadir expenses of 1264, and not those of 1263, should here be taken as a standard of 


comparison with those of succeeding years. 


The few taluks that still remained in the hands of the former Amils this year returned 


arevenue of Rs. 2,63,635, bearing a charge of Rs. 30,396-15-0, or Rs. 11-8-5 per cent. 


31, The cost of Sibandi and Sadir in 1274 amounted to Rs, 10,79,882, or an average 
of Rs. 8-12-1 per cent, on the revenue receipts for that year, as stated in para, 23, which is 
equivalent to 1 anna 5 pies in the rupeo. A few téluks still remained in charge of Con- 
tractors and Sarbastediirs, the Sibandi and Sadir charges of which amounted to Rs, 2,02,194, 
or an average of Rs, 8-0-2 per cent. As this expenditure, however, was irregular, consider- 
able retrenchments were made in it by the introduction of Zillabandi, 


82. In 1275 the old Talukdavs and their assistants (Naibs) were removed. The whole 
territory was divided into 14 Zillds or Distriots and 73 Tehsils, supplied with a sufficient com- 


plement of ministerial officers in the scyeral departments of reyenue collection, treasury, &@

year showed a saving over the expenditure of the preceding year, of about three lakhs of rupees, 
The average on the total revenue receipts of the year, which amounted to Rs. 1,24,56,604-6-7, 
came to about Rs. 5-15-2 per hundred, or 114 pies in the rupee. If we consider now that 
judicial duties were also performed by the Talukdars and other revenue officials, and if we de~ 
duct a quarter of their salaries as an allowance for these duties, which have no kind of connec- 
tion with the mere collection of revenue, we find the cost of collection reduced to only 
Rs. 5,56,029, giving an average of Rs. 4-7-5 per cent., or $} pies in the rupee. 

33. In 1284 the expenditure under Sibandi and Sadir was considerably in excess of 
that in 1275. This excess was due to the creation of two new Districts, twenty-seven Tehsils, 
and three Amaldiris (small districts), necessitated by the large additions made to the Divani 
territory by the resumption of some jigir tiluks. Perhaps also the total amount shown in the 
accounts for this year derives part of its apparent magnitude from certain items that stood 
over from the previous year’s accounts. The total revenue receipts, however, for the year 
under review, with the exception of revenue derived from A’y4patti (Bdlotd cess), amounted to 
Rs. 1,84,28,139, and the cost of collection to Rs. 11,98,258, giving an average of 6-8-0 
per cent., or about an anna in the rupee. 


34, And if, as before, a fourth be deducted from the salary of the First Talukdirs, and 
a third from that of the Second and Third Talukdérs and Tehsildars on account of their 


judicial duties, the balance on account of collection alone will give a percentage of 6 rupees. 


85. And, moreover, as the administration of Forest and A/bk«ri Revenue is also

36. Tho estimated charges for the present year on account of the salaries of Talukdars 
and Tehsildérs and their office establishments amount to Rs, 11,42,935, or an average of 
Rs. 6-0-10 per cent. on the revenue. Last year the total expenditure was Ra, 12,23,777-7-8, 
giving an average of Rs. 7-5-1 per cent. But if allowance be made for the charges due to the 
judicial duties of the Talukdirs, Tehsildars, &e., as before, the expenditure on collection alone 
this year will not exceed Rs. 10,14,535, which gives an average of Rs, 5-5-11 only. The 
expenditure last year, eliminating the charges due to the judicial administration, was 
Rs. 11,04,222, which gives an average of Rs. 6-9-8, thus showing that the expenditure for 


the present year is less than that ineurred last year.

39. The Sibandi and Sadir charges in the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, the 
Assigned Districts of Berar, and the Central Provinces, as calculated in the Revenue Secretary’s 
Office, appear to be as follows. These figures show the cost of collection only ; the charges on 
aceount of Survey and Settlement or the Inim Commission, or those on account of Patels 


and Patyris, have been left entirely out of the account here, and will be treated of separately 
in their place. 


(1.) In the Bombay Presidency these charges amount, according to the figures given 


in the Budget Estimates for 1877-78 (pp. 598 and 609), to Rs, 7-14-9. 


(2.) In the Madras Presidency the percentage for the year 1867-68 stands at 4

(2) VILLAGE EXPENSES. 

41, Allowance of Vatanddrs and other village oficials—The amount spent under 
the heads of Vatandéri and Deh-Sidir—that is to say, in payments to village officials for 
the collection of revenue and the cost of paper and other articles of stationery—was very 
small in former days. ‘The Pitels, Patvaris, Riimosis (watchmen), village Mazktris (peons), 
Teldvis and Neris received their dues partly in cash and partly in land. What 
were called Shikdm Kharcha or food allowance of Patels and Patviris at the time of 
assessment (Jamabandi), and Jamsbandi fees or offerings (nazar), and eleémosynary grants 
for the village poor were paid in cash to these officials out of the gross revenue receipts of the 
village. he Patels, however, held Intém and Chili lands in virtue of their office in addition 
to their cash allowances, as did also to some extent the other village officials, to whom, as to 
the Patels, valuable fields were allotted on very favourable tenures. The Patels and Patyiris 
generally managed to appropriate a considerably larger extent of land than legitimately 
belonged to them, and cultivated it unknown to Goyernment. They also held estates on small 
quit-rents, yielding revenues considerably out of proportion with the rent they paid to Govern- 
ment. Taking, therefore, both the cash allowances and the Indm lands enjoyed by them into 
consideration, it will be found that the village officials appropriated a considerably greater 
portion of the revenue than appears from the accounts rendered to Government, in which the 
cash allowances alone were entered. In the year 1263 the amount entered under this head 
was Rs, 2,09,364, of which Rs. 1,85,816 were on account of Kamaish Amani tiluks, and 
Rs, 23,548 on account of taluks in charge of the former Amils. But as part of the Amani 
tiluks that year were still in the hands of Sarbastediirs, the village expenses on account of these 


Jatter are not included in the figures here set forth, for the simple reason that they were not 


shown in the accounts of the Sarbastediirs, who only handed over the surplus after defraying 
these charges, 


Tt thus appears that in the Kamaish Améni tiluks, with a revenue of Rs. 25,40,275, 


the village dues amounted to Rs. 1,85,816, showing an incidence of Rs, 7-5-0 per hundred 


rupees of revenue, In the tiluks in the hands of Amils, the

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It must be borne in mind that these figures only represent the cash payments made on 
account of village dues ; they do not account for the emolument derived by village officials 
from intim and quit-rent (bi!-makid) lands. 


43, The village expenses for 1274 amounted to Rs. 6,38,184, on a reyenue of 
Rs. 1,00,75,670, showing a percentage of Rs. 6-5-4 on the reyenue ; here too, as before, the 


cash payments alone are accounted for. 


44, A comparison of the above averages will show that the expenditure under the 
head of Village Dues was less in 1264 than in 1263, and similarly a little less in 1274 than in 
1273. But these sums do not represent the proportion of revenue actually given up on this 
account, since, as has been explained before, the inim and quit-rent (bil-maktd) grants held by 
village officials remain unaccounted for. In 1280, therefore, the old mode of payment was to 
some extent modified, Grants of iném and bil-maktd estates, for which no valid sanad or 
title could be shown, were resumed, and in their stead a seale of cash payments was adopted, 
bearing a graduated ratio to the revenue derived from cultivation. Thus: ten per cent. was 
allowed to Patviris upon all sums from 50 to 100 rupees, five per cent. upon all sums between 
100 and 600, two and a half per cent. upon all sums between 600 and 1,000, five per cent. 
upon all sums betwveen 1,060 and 1,099, four per cent. upon all sums between 1,100 and 


2,100, three per cent. upon all sums between 2,100 and 3,100, two per cent. upon all sums 





between 3,100 and 4,100, and upon all sums over 4,100 up to 14,000 one per cent. 


A similar allowance was sanctioned for the Patels, the Revenue and Police Patels shar- 
ing it between them. (Vide Circular Order No. 14 of 1287, embodying table of scales, issued 
from the Revenue Minister's Office.) The allowance for Stationery, &c., was also regulated on a 
fixed scale. With regard to minor village officials, such as the Manivars, Kavilkirs, Rimosis, 
Betsandis, Niikvars, Mizkuvis, &e., who had both cash allowances and grants of land like the 
Patels and Patvaris, it was resolyed that one Setsandi should be allowed to every fifty 
houses in a village, to be placed under the Revenue Patel, and that, when there should happen 
to be two Setsandis, the Police Patel should have the spare one under him, With reference to 
revenue matters, the functions of the Setsandi were to summon all the cultivators at the sowing 
season and help the Patvaris to collect the Government demand, and haye the collection safely 
lodged in the Tehsildar’s Kacheri, It was part of his duty to produce any person whose presence 


might be required in tho Talukdir’s Court in any revenue or other suit. His Police duties 





consisted in keeping watch in the village at night, assisting in the capture of thieves, escorting 
prisoners to Police stations and lock-ups ; and generally helping in other Police work, when- 
ever his help might be demanded. THis allowances were fixed at Rs. 24 per annum, 2 


moioty of it being paid in cash, the other half in indm land, 


Each village was to have one Teliri under the Police Patel, who was to receive an 
allowance similar to that of the Setsandi, A Neri was to watch over exch tank in 
Telingiin’ and was to receive Rs. 86 per annum. With a view to the better carrying out of 
this new scheme, an inquiry was instituted into the emoluments, real and personal, hitherto 


enjoyed by the Patels, Patydiris, and other village officials in 1279, the results of which are 
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@urinted below. The emoluments, however, which they derived direct from the raiyats arg

45. The above amount gives a percentage of Rs. 14-3-1 on the revenue receipts of 


1280, which amounted to Rs, 1,44,70,210, and is. in excess of that for 1279 by Rs, 448,445. 
This excess is attributable to two causes. In the first place, the figures put forth as repre- 
senting the emoluments accruing to the Patels and Patydris in former times from inam and 
quit-rent (bil-maktd) estates are only rough estimates. They are based upon conjecture rather 
than upon an accurate or complete survey of the lands thus held. here is every reason to 
believe that the emoluments were considerably higher. Moreover, the present scale of charges 
has been fixed with reference to the actual reyenue receipts, and therefore always fluctuates 
with the latter. Secondly, the allowances of the minor village officials under the present 
system are larger than before. In former days they reccived annually the equivalent of a 
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sum of Rs. 4,93,000. In 1280 they received Rs. 8,11,000, thus accounting for at least 
Rs. 3,18,000 of the excess noted above. Some relief was, therefore, given to these charges by 
returning to the former scale of pay with regard to the Setsandis, This was in 1285. The 
slight increase of expenditure still unaccounted for, is due to the increase in the strength of 
the village staff rendered imperative by the necessity for stricter supervision under an 


improved system of village administration. 


46. But there is one circumstance in connection with the new system which ought to 
be taken into consideration in comparing the present with past expenditure. There was no 
separation formerly between the functions of the Revenue and Police Patels, but now their 
duties are distinct. And, since the Police Patel, Setsandi, and Teliri have to keep watch 
and ward oyer the peace of the village, and are charged with its Police affairs in general, their 
salaries ought, properly speaking, to be borne on the accounts of the Police Department under 
the head of Village Police, instead of being debited as expenditure under the head of Collec- 
tion of Revenue. Thus nearly one-half the cost of Patels and Setsandis, whose duties are 
of a mixed nature, and the whole of it with reference to Teliris, whose duties are exclusively 
Police, may legitimately be eliminated from the Land Revenue Collection accounts and 


debited under the head of Village Police. 


47. In the estimates of the present year, this adjustment has been effected. Of the total 
amount of expenditure in payments to Patels, Patvaris, and other village officials, and for 
Stationery charges, which are now understood as Deh-Sidir, and which aggregate 
Rs. 15,50,923, the scale payments to Police Patels, amounting to Rs. 2,97,973, one-half of 
those to SetSandis, amounting to Rs. 61,661, and the entire amount for Telivis, which is 
Rs. 40,577, or a total of Rs. 4,00,211, is debited against Police, the balance of Rs. 11,50,712 
only being put down in the accounts as Deh-Sidir expenditure, for which Land Revenue is 
held answerable. This reduces the average to Rs. 6-1-6 per cent. on the revenue from land, 
which would be Rs, 8-3-5 per cent. and a small fraction, if the deduction on account of allow- 


ance for Police were not made. 


48. The Deh-Sddir expenses in 1287 were a little less than those set forth in the 
estimates for the present year, the percentage for 1287 haying been Rs, 6-9-8. The follow- 
ing table affords a comparative view of the expenditure under this head in the two years 1287 


and 1288, with the distinction of Police and Reyenue worked out for both years =~

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49. In tho Presidencies of Madras and Bengal, and in the Central and North-Westem 
Provinces, &e., the Deh-Sidir expenses are not charged on Land Revenue, but are realiseg 
from tho cultivators and zamindiirs and made over to the Patels, Patvaris, Chaukidérs, &, 
In Madras a Village Service Fund Cess of an anna per rupee is levied from all cultivators, ang 
kept with the Local Funds, In Bengal and the Central and North-Western Provinces the 
zamindars are responsible for the salaries of Patvaris and Chaukidars, and the Patvari ang 
Chaukidirl Funds are kept with the Local Funds. In Oudh the télukdérs and zamindiys 


are answerable for the Patvéri and Lambarddri dues. In the Panjab, in the same way, these 


dues are realised by Government, and made over to the Patyiris and Lambarddrs—unlike this 


State, where all the Deh-Sidir charges, whether under Revenue or Police, are paid out of 


the public revenues. 


50. In Bombay, however, and in the Assigned Districts of Berir, village chargos 
under Revenue and Police are debited against Land Revenue, and village and pargani officials 


or Vatandirs are both paid from the same funds. In Bombay the revenuo of land held in 


Iném by these Vatandirs is taken into account in the records.

(L) SURVEY AND SETTLEMENT. 


51. It will be seen from the foregoing pages that the pernicious custom of farming 


the revenues was abandoned in 1263, and that of Sarbasta in 1277. The State undertook 


to deal directly with the cultivators, entering into engagements with them upon the raiyatyari 
system. Payments in kind were replaced by eash rents, 


The cultivators were now 
assured of their tenures, and could call their fields their own, 


Free from the constant fear 
of being ousted at a moment's notice, and secure against harassing enhancements of rent, 


they worked with a better will, and brought greater industry and application to bear on 


their calling, than ever before. The result was a progressive expansion of the area of culti- 


vation, and a proportionate increase of revenue. Prosperity followed in the wake of these 


improvements. The oppression which had weighed the raiyats down under the rule of Patels 
and Patvaris in former days was reduced to a minimum, 


But, with all these improvements, 
much yet remained to be done. 


From 1275 to 1284 all the best revenue officers of the 
State continually pressed for further measures of reform. They urged that a raiyatvari and 
Kishtyiri settlement was imperfect so long as each field was not assessed according to its 


fair value. ‘To do this we must know the exact limits of the fields, their area, and the nature 


and quality of the soil. The information to be found in the records kept by Patyaris was 


unreliable and inaccurate. Hence the assessments based upon these records weighed with 


very unequal pressure upon the cultivators. Government at first sought to remedy these 
evils by having some téluks surveyed, as an experimental step, by Patvdris. But it was 
soon found that the Patvdris made matters worse, and revenue officers unanimously urged 
upon Government the absolute need of a regular Survey and Settlement. ‘The fiscal history 
of British India abundantly proves that evils of the nature complained of were rife at one 
time in each and all of the British provinees, and no remedy was found sufficiently efficacious 
to remove them except a regular Survey and Settlement, It was therefore resolved, after 
mature consideration, to set to work forthwith. Operations were commenced on a small 
scale in 1285, and the Survey and Settlement of the Paitan taluk was taken in hand by 
way of experiment, ‘The experiment succeeded. Operations were then extended so as to 
embrace the entire zillé of Aurangébid. But, as the process of Survey and Settlement is 
one of great nicety and importance, it was thought desirable to have the work done checked 
by some able and experienced Settlement Officer of the British service. As soon, therefore, 
asa few tiluks had been surveyed and settled, the services of Mr. Beynon, Superintend- 
ent of Revenue Survey and Settlement in Berar, were obtained with this view, through the 
Resident. Mr. Beynon tested the results of the survey and classification of several taluks, and 
went over the assessments of the Paitan Taluk, and pronounced the survey and classification 
papers correct, and the assessment rates moderate and satisfactory. Tt was therefore resolved 
to complete the Survey and Settlement of the Marhatvéri districts on the plan on which it 


had been commenced, and work was simultaneously started both in the Birh and Naldrug 
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Districts in 1287, besides Aurangabad, where it was already in progress. The expenditure 
incurred on this account from 1285 to 1287 will be seen from the following statement :—

The measure was well understood to aim only at an accurate measurement of 
fields, the definition of their limits, and their valuation as regards quality of soil, so that 
in future no ground might remain for boundary disputes, which were at one time common, 
and which very often proved disastrous both to life and property. It was intended as a means 
of obtaining accurate maps of villages and taluks, of the equalisation of rent thereon with 
reference to the different kinds of soil, and of affording the cultivators a safe and extended 


tenure on the same rent, without enhancement or remission. Should results, therefore,

and realised from the raiyats for distribution among village officials. In Bengal and the 
North-Western Provinces one-half the salary of the Revenue officials is written off under 
Cost of Collection, the other half being debited against Law and Justice. Survey and Settle- 
ment charges, however, are included in the charges against Land Reyenue, and village 
expenses or Deh Sidir charges are raised from the zamindirs, and constituted into a separate 


fund, called the Patvari Fund, administered in connection with the Local Funds. In Pattidiri 
, 





villages the Lambardars’ dues are realised from the Pattidirs. In the Panjib, too, Deh-Sidir 
charges are not met out of Land Revenue, Patvdri and Lambardéri dues being realised 
from the zamindérs as Patvéri and Lambardiri Cesses, and administered in connection with 
the Local Funds. In Oudh, again, the zamindars are responsible for Patviri and Lam- 


pardiri dues and village stationery charges, which are not paid ont of Land Reyenue. 
Similarly in the Central Provinces there is a distinct Patviri Fund for village service.

On the contrary, some of the illegal cesses which used to be levied in connection 
with this branch of revenue were abandoned, and the tax on Mahwd, which was raised from 
Rs. 5 to Rs. 10 per palla by the Revenue Board in 1283, was again reduced to five rupees, two 
years later. The revenue derived from this souree is capable of still further expansion by the 
equalisation of the duties levied at thecapital and in the districts on the distillation and import 
of spirits; also if where liquor shops exist at the capital in jégir lands, the jagirdirs 
allow them to be brought under Government management, accepting money compensation at

With a view to remove those restrictions and foster a healthy and unhampered inter 

flow of traffic, transit duties on imports from British territory passing through His Highness’s 
2 e ; 

dominions were entirely abolished. Guards were placed at different barriers to prevent 


jagirdars infringing this rule, All transit duties in Divéni territory on the produce of this 
country and on imports from British territory were remitted, and, except on commodities enter- 
ing Haidargbid or the cantonments of Sikandarabid and Boliram, all exports and imports 
from or to any part of His Highness’s dominions, all internal and local traffic, and all commo- 
dities sold or consumed at any place within the territory of His Highness, whether in Khalsa, 
Sarf-i-Khis, Pigth, Jagir, or Zamindiriland, were exempted from every kind of transit impost, 
such as Réhdari, Hakdiri, &e. ; and Talukdars, Jagirdars, Maktidirs, Zamindirs, and village 
officials were warned not to levy any dues on commodities sold in, or passing through, their 
respective jurisdictions. 


78. Compensation was allowed for the loss sustained by the Sarf-i-Khas treasury and 
some of the more considerable Jigirdirs by the remission of transit duties. Thus, the Sarf- 
Khis jurisdiction and the Jigirdirs together were calculated to have sustained a loss of about 
Rs, 3,62,571 by the abandonment of their right to levy these duties. Hence territory yielding 
a gross revenue of Rs, 2,85,500, or a net revenue of Rs, 2,61,702, after deducting Rs. 23,798 
for charges of collection, was made oyer in compensation, in addition to an annual payment of 
Rs, 1,02,288 in cash, In other words, a total allowance of Chalni and Hali Rs. 3,63,990 
was made, the Chalni portion of which, converted into Héli currency by deducting Rs, 32,621

79. At the same time that transit duties were remitted, arrangements wore made for a 
better administration of frontier customs. An ad valorem tariff was fixed for articles on which 
duty was to be charged at the barriers, and a list was made of such articles as were to be 
passed free of duty.

82. The remission of transit duties in khilst and Jagir lands, the reduction of the 
rate of customs duty on certain articles and the entire exemption of others, the extension 
of the means of communication, and the establishment and preservation of peace and security 
inthe country have led to a rapid development of its commerce. The imports and exports 

paying duty are calculated to be of the average value of seventy millions of rupees. The un- 
taxed commodities that pass through these territories are not accounted for in the trade returns. 


Imports and exports nearly balance one another.

86. There are seyeral reasons for the immense stride apparently taken by the revenues 
that year. First of all, the year was made into one of sixteen months by dating the next 


year from the 1st of Amardid. Secondly, the income from duty on cotton had developed 
largely that year.

Since 1275 the income appears to have diminished (except in 1278 and 1279)—owing 
partly to a considerable fall in the prices of some articles for which there used formerly to be a 
brisk demand ; partly to the reduction of duty on certain articles, and the total remission of it

89. Owing to this marked diminution of income, it was resolved to revert to the farm- 
ing system for a few years, and the customs revenues were accordingly farmed out for three

90. At the expiration of the term of contract in 1285, the department was again 
taken under direct management (améni) ; since thon the receipts haye shown considerable 
improvement, both as compared with the contract period immediately preceding and some years 
of previous direct management.

101. The estimated income from Frontier Customs and Karorgiri for the present 
year is Rs 34,83,441, as compared with Rs. 83,50,450-1-83 last year, which shows an estimated 
increase of Rs. 1,32,991 over last year, and a decrease of Rs. 4,15,000 as compared with the 
receipts in 1286, The reason why the income for 1286 compares favourably with other years 
is probably to be found in the fact that 1286 was a year of drought and famine for many of 
the outlying districts, to which grain was exported in large quantities from His Highness’s 


territories ; and the imports, too, were larger than in 1285 or 1287. 


102. The estimated expenditure for the present year is Rs. 5,14,917, as eompared 
with Rs, 4,48,865-15-9 in 1287. The excess is due to an addition having been made in the 


Customs establishment in the Naldrug district. 


103. The percentage of expenditure on income is estimated at Rs. 14-12-6 this year ; 
it was Rs, 13-6-4 last year. Though the expenses include both those for collection and for 
prevention, the exeess is due mainly to the work of collection in the districts, which is of a 
nature needing for its efficient conduct a numerous establishment. The source of revenue is 
so uncertain that a great deal of vigilance is necessary in order to prevent evasion of pay- 


ment, and it is difficult to see in which direction retrenchment can be effected.

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XIV.—ADMINISTRATION. 


147. The antes business of Government in former days was conducted by one or two 
unwieldy and centralised departments, The different branches of ailmninistration were not 
separated on from aaa nor was any division of labour observed in working the com- 
plicated machinery of the State. The Divan or Peshkir carried on all State affairs through the 
office known as “ Darul Inshi.” The regulation of Sarbastas and contracts, the appointment. 
of Talukdirs, the issuing of orders and instructions, the carrying on of correspondence, the 
supervision of the revenue accounts of the districts, —in short, every description of work,—passed 
through this office. No records of these transactions were kept anywhere for future reference. 
The so-called Ml and Divani Daftardirs were charged with the preparation of the income and 
expenditure accounts of the State, and the registration of the sanads of jigirs and inims, 
Jamébandi and téluk accounts, and the accounts with A’mils and contractors, were all kept in this 
office. Finding that this centralisation ofall controlling power over every minute detail of 
work in the person of a single individual and one single office not only retarded despatch of 
public business, but prevented the inauguration of important reforms in the various depart- 
ments of State, by distracting attention to little matters of detail, the present administration 
began by changing the previous method of doing work, and starting on an entirely new 


foundation.
